Evidence bared on efforts 
to link IRS with politics 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
made 
public 
today the evidence its impeachment 
staff compiled on White House efforts 
to get the Internal Revenue Service to 
punish the enemies and help the friends 
of the Nixon administration. 
Most of the material in the 440-page 
volume already had been made public 
by the Senate Watergate committee 
during its hearings last summer and in 
its subsequent reports. 
The Judiciary Committee, scheduled 
to begin debate next week on whether 
there are grounds for the impeachment 
of President Nixon, last week began 
releasing the evidence it has received 
in closed sessions. 
Eight volumes of evidence on the 
W atergate break-in and cover-up, 
including one from White House lawyer 
Jam es D. St. Clair, were made public 
Friday. St. Clair submitted no material 
on the IRS portion of the inquiry. 
Like the Watergate evidence, the 
material on the IRS was presented with 
no attempt to draw any conclusions or 
point up the significance of any p ar­ 
ticular item. 
The IRS volume contained 27 “points 
of information” with each supported by 
one or more documents or excerpts 
from testimony. 
They included affidavits from two 
former IRS directors who told the 
Judiciary Committee about pressures 
from White House aides to force the tax 
agency to obey their instructions. 
The volume also included executive 
session testimony before the Senate 
Watergate committee in which John W. 
Dean III, former White House counsel, 
said “the President had asked it (the 
IRS) be turned off on friends of his.” 
The evidence also disclosed that John 
Caulfield, a former Treasury Depart­ 
ment and White House aide, regularly 
obtained confidential IRS information 
from Vernon D. Acree, the assistant 
commissioner for inspection for IRS. 
An affidavit given the committee by 
Randolph 
Thrower, a former 
IRS 
director, on May 24, 1974, disclosed that 
Thrower had asked Acree in 1970 “to 


investigate the possibility of an 
unlawful disclosure of confidential tax 
inform ation’’ 
to 
colum nist 
Jack 
Anderson. 
The investigation involved con­ 
tributions to 
the 
1968 presidential 
campaign of Gov. George C. Wallace 
and allegations that his brother Gerald 
Wallace had unreported income. 


Thrower gave the information to 
Clark R. Mollenhoff, then a special 
assistant to the President, who assured 
him it had been requested by the P resi­ 
dent. Mollenhoff told the committee he 
had received such assurances from 
H R. Haldeman, then White House staff 
chief.

A tax increase of approximately 
three mills will be placed on the 
November ballot as a result of action 
taken by the Fayette County Board of 
Education Monday night. 
Also slated for the fall ballot is a 
proposed 2.5 mill bond issue for a new 
junior high school. 
The budget of 1975 which was adopted 
during the meeting totaled $2,852,060. 
Even with the proposed three-mill 
increase in the operating levy, the 
board’s projected budget would leave it 
with a $136,377.11 deficit 
The operating expenses for 1974 are 
expected to total $2,431,694 and leave 
the school board a surplus of $13,026.89. 
However, a number of necessary ex­ 
penses will be incurred in 1975.

Strikers hampering

Movers begin moving again in Pitt­ 
sburgh and garbage is being collected 
again in Baltimore. But pickets con­ 
tinued to ground National Airlines 
today and a state employes strike 
spread in Ohio. 
Some labor disputes were settled 
Monday but about 600 strikes involving 
a quarter-million workers continued to 
hamper private industry and gov­ 
ernment across the country— the most 
strikes the nation has had in the post- 
World War II era, according to the 
Federal Mediation Service in Washing­ 
ton, DC. 
In Ohio, the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Employes 
began an expanded strike today adding 
its 7,000 members to a strike that began 
more than two weeks ago. 
Union leaders said they expected half 
of the state’s 80,000 workers to honor 
their picket lines at state universities, 
government offices and other facilities. 
National Airlines’ jets rested in their 
hangers again today as International 
Association of Machinists members 
manned pickets at a dozen airports 
from Miami to Los Angeles. 
About 1,600 machinists, fuel truck 
drivers, stock clerks and inspectors 
struck National at midnight Sunday. 
The airline, which canceled all 155 
flights to 45 American cities and 
London, said the strike was costing it $1 
million a day. 
William Spurlock, chief negotiator 
for the union, said. “The real issue now 
is fringe benefits ... The pay increase 
was not wholly satisfactory, but we do 
not anticipate problems on that.” 
Base pay for mechanics is between $6 
and $6.60 an hour and union officials 
said the two sides were near agreement 
on a hike of between 17 and 20 per cent. 
The nation’s No. I copper producer, 
Kennecott Copper Corp., reached a 
tentative agreement with a coalition of 
26 unions representing 30,000 workers. 
The strike that began Sunday night

The prosecution is not seeking the 
death penalty, but has asked the jurors 
to send Henley to prison for life. 
The jury of six men and six women 
issued its guilty verdict against the 18- 
year-old high school dropout just under 
an hour after getting the case on 
Monday. 
Henley showed no emotion as Court 
Clerk Mildred Voelkel read each of the 
six verdicts which declared Henley

Henley’s mother, Mary Henley, 35, 
broke into sobs.

Makarios escapes death 
Fighting continues on Cyprus

The army rebels on Cyprus reported 
they were rounding up armed sup­ 
porters of President Makarios today. 
But Makarios was reported alive and 
broadcasting an appeal to the United 
States and the Soviet Union to help the 
Cypriot people resist the coup 
“ I am still alive. The coup has not 
succeeded because the people of 
Cyprus 
are 
strongly 
resisting 
the 
usurpers,” said a statement in English 
broadcast by a station which said it was 
transmitting from the Cypriot town of 
Paphos. 


The broadcast said Makarios ac­ 
cused the Greek government of in­ 
stigating the coup because it wants to 
annex the island. The statem ent 
charged that the 950-man Greek Army 
garrison stationed on Cyprus in accor 
dance with 
the 
1959 independence 
agreement cooperated with the army 
rebels in the coup. 
The broadcast said Makarios vowed: 
“ I shall devote all my energies to 
liberate the people of Cyprus. We shall 
never submit to dictatorship.” 
Meanwhile, the army rebels claimed 
they had arrested 1,200 members of 


Makarios’ tactical reserve force, in­ 
cluding its commander. 
A rebel broadcast on Radio Cyprus 
said a new government would be sworn 
in today and that a curfew continued in 
effect for the entire island, with only 
ambulances allowed to move about 
The tactical reserve force was a 
special police unit raised by Makarios 
to protect his regime from the Greek 
officered National Guard. Some mem 
hers were reported to have fought hard 
Monday in defense of the 60-year-old 
president and archbishop. The rebel 
broadcast said the men in custody were 
“safe and well ”

The gist of St. (Ja ir’s case is the 
contention that the President must 
be the sole judge of what materials 
shall 
be supplied by the White 
House When the frillsare trimmed 
away it is seen that what this 
amounts to is assertion of a claimed 
right to withhold evidence - in this 
instance, 
evidence 
which 
might 
affect the outcome of criminal trials 
one way or another. 
The matter of discrepancies 
between White House and Judiciary 
Committee 
versions 
of 
taped 
presidential conversations is rather 
different. Here we have not an 
assertion of a claimed right of 
executive,

Some of the difft'rences betueen 
the two transcripts may reasonably 
be attributed to stenographic error 
the White House transcribers 
siniply not having heard right.

I doubt if even his most ardent ad­ 
mirers would claim the late Chief 
Justice 
Earl 
Warren 
had 
a 
distinguished legal mind, but in my 
judgement he was one of the three 
ablest Chief Justices the nation has 
had—ranking after John .Marshall and 
Charles Pavans Hughes. .As is generally 
the case with Supreme Court Justices 
who have not been professors of law. 
the legal quality of his opinions varied 
as a coefficient of the quality of his 
clerks. But as Chief Justice his talents 
were superb, particularly his sense of 
timing. With the possible exception of 
President 
Lyndon Johnson. 
Earl 
Warren did more than any .American in 
the last 20 years to implement the 
fundamental principles of liberal 
democracy. If all the decisions of the 
Warren Court were washed away, the 
desegregation and one-man, one-vote 
holdings justify this generalization. 
Earl Warren was a hearty, outgoing 
man: 
the epitome of a first-class 
politican elevated to the Court. .My first 
experience with his was both ex­ 
traordinary and illuminating. In the 
fall of 1956, Brandis University was 
celebrating the centenary of Justice 
Louis Brandeis, and Chief Justice 
Warren was scheduled to give the 
major 
address. 
Professor 
Leonard 
Levy, the distinguished constitutional 
historian 
now at 
the Claremont 
Graduate School, and I were asked to 
be his escorts. On the evening of the 
dinner we went to the Hotel Somerset in 
Boxton to pick up the Chief Justice. We 
knocked on his door, and he opened it — 
attired in a T-shirt and undershorts. 


LEV Y, who had never gone over 
speeches with politicans as they lay in 
the bathtub or on the rubbing table, was 
literally scandalized and turned to flee. 
“ Ne. no,” said Warren. “ I ’m running a 
bit late. Come in and sit down while I 
get dres.sed. If you’d like something to 
drink. I ’ll have it sent up” We declined 
and for 20 minutes or so talked about 
this and that. Then he said to me, “ That 
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was an interesting piece you wrote on 
Brown 
v. 
Board 
'the 
1954 
desegregation decision), but I think 
you were a bit unfair” I had attacked 
the rationale of the Chief Justice’s 
opinion, arguing that desegregation 
was a matter of morality, not utility. 
The Court 
held 
segregation 
un­ 


constitutional because it led to unequal 
education — my point was that even if 
it provided equal education, it would be 
unconstitutional. 
I didn't know quite what to say, so I 
mumbled something to the effect that if 
was hard for outsiders to understand 
the workings of the Court. .At which he 
said, “ You are damned right. That was 
tho only way I could get all nine on 
board. 
Felix 
(Frankfurter) 
almost 
drove me crazy. He felt his honor was 
at stake.” (Frankfurter had earlier 
bitterly opposed the Supreme Court 
behaving as a

school 
board.” ) In casual fashion he con­ 
tinued, without malice, to discuss the 
inner workings of the Court, of the 
problems he had getting a common 
denominator that would keep nine 
judges from writing nine opinions. It 
was clear that he was not interested in 
what Chief Justice John 
Marshall 
would have condemned as 
“ the 
speculation of idle philosophers,” but 
— like his great predecessor — with the 


the 
role of the Supreme Court in 
.American political system. 
What this often called for was a 
masterly display of decisional am­ 
biguity. 
Once again 
in 
.Marshall’s 
footstep.^. Warren on occasion could 
write an opinion declaring some action 
unconstitutional without even ex­ 
plaining what clause of the Constitution 
or Bill of Rights was involved. (Those 
seriously interested in Warren at his 
ambiguous best should read his opinion 
in Sweeny v. New Hampshire, 1967. 
While not 
quite up to 
Marshall’s 
spectacular broken-field running in 
F'letcher v. Peck, 1810, it is a wonderful 
performance. The underlying premise 
was that since New Hampshire’s action 
was manifestly unconstitutional, there 
must be a constitutional principle that 
could dispose of it!) 
I last saw the retired Chief Justice in 
Washington about six months ago. He 
looked unwell, but was busy mobilizing 
opinion against Chief Justice Warren 
Burger’s pet scheme for a National 
Court of Appeals which would filter all 
cases coming to the Supreme Court. 
Characteristically 
his concern 
was 
with the role of the Supreme Court in 
our system: “ By God,” he said, “ let 
them do their own work. They’re not 
just paid to sit there and think deep 
thoughts.” A great Chief Justice—may 
his tradition never be forgotten.

Visual pollution' 
is under attack 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — “ Visual 
pollution” isn’t the eyesmarting smog 
created by exhaust fumes and factory 
smoke. 
“ It’s the graphic clutter of the sort 
typically found along business strips,” 
explains John Briley, assistant director 
of the Ohio Arts Council. 
The council 
proposes that 
the 
governor appoint a task force to look 
into a remedy for the problem — 
beginning with state construction 
projects. 
“ The state government should be a 
leader in this area,” Briley said. “ It’s 
one of the largest construction clients 
in the country.” 
The state spent $360 million last year 
in 
construction 
projects, 
including 
buildings, highways and bridges. 
“ Ghio has as bad a case of the ‘uglies’ 
as any other state.” says Eugene 
Smith, an Akron industrial designer 
who has lectured throughout the 
country on visual pollution. 
Smith supports the creation of a task 
force, maintaining that government 
officials and administrators must 
become more conscious of the physical 
environment. 
“ For some crazy reason,” Smith 
said, “ ifs considered unmasculine to 
be 
concerned 
about 
beauty 
or 
aesthetics. President Johnson, for in­ 
stance, turned the whole mess over to 
his wife.”

department.

architects already this year who feel 
they could provide newer and keener 
ideas,” he said. 
Nesslinger called the new state office 
tower “ a good break in this direction.” 
Instead of erecting the usual flat 
slab, he pointed out, “ the architects 
made the outward appearance com­ 
pletely different, 
whether you ap­ 
proach the building from the north, 
south, east or west.” 
The Ghio Arts Council singles out the 
Ghio Historical Society as a state 
agency that is well ahead of the game, 
having 
several 
award-winning 
buildings already to its credit. 
These include museums in Warren, 
Highland. Licking and Miami counties. 
Most notable is the Ghio Historical 
Center—often described as “ a box 
floating on a pedestal” —which won a 
1972 American Institute of Architects 
prize.

Man is a creature of habit — 
and bridge players are no ex­ 
ception. 
Consider this hand where 
West leads a heart against three 
notrump. Declarer follows low 
from dummy, winning East’s 
eight with the ten, and plays a 
low diamond. 
West, on his toes, goes up with 
the ace and plays the ace of 
hearts followed by the jack. 
South takes the queen but goes

down one when West later 
comes in with the ace of spades 
to cash his remaining hearts. 
The result appears to be 
normal and South seems to have 
bitten off more than he could 
chew. But the fact is that South 
should make the contract, and 
the reason he failed to do so was 
that at trick one he played a low 
heart from dummy, from force 
of habit, instead of playing the 
king. 
Had he gone up with the king, 
he could not have been stopped 
from making three notrump. He 
would have made three heart 
tricks instead of two, if West 
persisted with hearts, and the 
contract as well. 
The free finesse South ob­ 
tained by allowing the heart 
lead to run around to his Q-10 
was his undoing. He should have 
realized that West was bound to 
hold all three aces for his 
opening bid, and that there was 
nothing to be gained — and 
much to be lost — by playing the 
three from dummy instead of 
the king. 
The band is an excellent 
example of the principle that no 
play, however obvious it seems, 
should be made before con­ 
sidering its effect upon the hand 
as a whole. The first priority is 
to look before you leap.

Vitamin K Before Surgery? 


I seem to remember that as a 
child, before I had my tonsils 
taken out, I was given vitamin 
K. Why is this no longer done?

vitamin K before surgery has 
generally been discarded ex­ 
cept in very specific instances. 
When it is known that there is a 
definite vitamin K deficiency it 
is given to insure proper 
coagulation of the blood. 
Adults who have been taking 
a blood-thinning drug are given 
vitamin K before surgery. 
Routine blood studies before a 
tonsillectomy 
are 
always 
performed as a safeguard.

Dear Miss R.: 
There has been an increasing 
interest in the relationship 
between long exposure to the 
sun’s rays and the development 
of superficial skin cancers. 
People with less protective 
pigment may be greater can­ 
didates than others for this skin 
condition. 
The concentration of actinic 
ultraviolet rays is great as it 
emanates from a sun lamp. 


Those people who may be 
harmed by sunlight may also be 
harmed by too much exposure 
to the rays of a sun lamp.

Now, at 68, I wonder what the 
reason could be and if my sense 
of smell could ever be restored.

Dear Mr. M: 
Chronic infections of the 
sinuses, allergies, nasal polyps 
and overuse of nose drops are 
some of the major reasons for 
the loss of smell. 
Occasionally, after a frac­ 
tured skull or other injuries, 
there is a reduction in the sense 
of smell. 
The only way it can be 
determined if your condition is 
reversible is to be thoroughly 
examined by an ear, nose and 
throat specialist to find the 
underlying cause. 
In some cases, small doses of 
cortisone 
are 
effective. 
Sometimes it takes arduous 
investigation to track down the 
reasons for the loss of smell. 
Possibly the beginning of 
the present day perfume in­ 
dustry was in the 14th century, 
when the art of combining 
alcohol with perfume began, 
although attar of roses has 
been traced back to the early 
Persians.
